INSANE MURDERER 
HILLED AT BEACON 


After Killing a Policeman He Was 


Besieged For Tnree Hours By 
Police And Firemen Before He 
Was Killed.

Beacon, N. Y., Aug. 15.—Patrol- 


man Charles Lucey, 43, was instant- 
ly killed today, and William 
White, 


30, who was mentally deranged, was 
shot and fatally injured after he had 
held a crowd of 500 including two 
fire companies,and police at ba/ for 
three hours.

White home at the request of the 
deranged man's mother 
and
